Her hick - Husband and Two ' Chlldres
Poionl In Order to Get Thun Out ol
the Way The Murderess 8emtnglv Sat-- -

Lofied With Herseir Over the Crimes. . .

" Philadelphia, June 13. One of . the
.most horrible poisoning cases that this
city has ever known, has been discovered,
and the murderess, through the vigilance
of Coroner : Ashbridge, was yesterday
afternoon lodged in jail. . John White-lin- g,

aged thirty-eig- ht years, his alleged
Wite aged . forty, his alleged daughter
Bertha,. aged nine years, and his boo
Willie, aged two years, lived In the rear
of No. 1227 Cadwallader street John
Whiteling died on March 20; Bertha on
April 25, and Willie on May 2ft. The doc-
tors in attendance gave burial certificates.

There was an insurance on the life of
each ranging from two hundred dollars
down to fifty dollars.

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Answers to Quetlon-- i of General Impor.
tance to Those Interested In the Pubiifl
Hchools.
Superintendent W. E. Clemant sends

us the followins a aeries and answers
which, if carefully perused, will impart
specific information upon points perti
nent to the government and maintenance
of the public schools:

1. "Has the oresident of a school board the
right to vote on each question submitted, or
only in case of a tief

Answer. The president of a school board
votes upon each measure submitted by him to
the board: he hus one vote on each Question
submitted, and only one. This is true in all
cases where the presiding officer is elected by
tne body over which he presides, bpeaner onr--
Tlsle votes as a Representative from Kentucky
Speaker Alexander votes as the representative
from Daviess County, and the president of
school board votes as the director of his dis
trict Neither of the three above mentioned
has a vote, as presiding officer. "in case of a tie.

2. "What must be done with the building
fund on hand whpn not needed for that pur--
poser

Ans. Just let it remain in the hands ot the
treasurer until it is needed for that purpose, as
it can be used'onlv for that purpose. " Section
7UT3 and 64 Missouri 28. It can be used to
make repairs, build a cistern, make a fence to
inclose school grounds, or to improve the house
or grounds.

8. "Can a teacher be required to teach a sub
ject not found upon his certificate?"

Ans. That will depend upon circumstances.
Before the board can contract with a teacher.
such teacher must present a certificate, and
that "certificate must be in force for the full
time for which the contract is made," Now,
suppose the teacher holds a 4ithird-grad- e cer
tificate." He presents it to the board and on it
the contract is made; nothing is said about re
quiring other subjects taught. .

School opens, and the board requires the
teacher to teach algebra, chemistry and phys
ics; but he can not do it; he has never studied
these subjects; he has never claimed to be
able to teach further, or more, than is called
for on his certificate. The teacher can refuse
to teach them, and not violate his contract
Section 7045 requires the board to fix the grade
of the school; 1. e., it requires the board to des
ignate the work to be done the branches to be
taught and this being done and made known
when the contract is made, will bind the teach
er to teach whatever is therein called for; re-
fusal to teach the same would be a violation of
the contract made with the board.

The different grades of certificates corre-
spond with the different grades of schools, and
the board should require that the certificate
held by the teacher shall cover the work to be
done.

4. "Can there be more than one school Site
in a district having only three directors?"

Ans. The law provides for only one site in
such a district. Section 7146 provides that a
board of six directors can, when the demands
require it and the funds have been duly voted,
have more than one building site and erect
Duumngs tnereon. wnen a scnooi-nous- e site
has been selected by the people, in a district
having only three directors, and a house erect-
ed thereon, all the children of the district can
attend school at the building, and the board
can not prevent them. Where a city, town or
village desires to maintain more than one
school, such district should comply with the
law, and organize under the provisions of sec-
tion 7142, and maintain such schools legally as
permitted by section 7146.

5. "What items may be considered at a spe
cial meeting!" -

Ans. Any thing not limited to the action oi
the annual meeting can be attended to at a
special meeting called and held in compliance
with the law for that purpose.

The following can be done only at the annual
meeting:

(a) Choose directors for three years ; ; item
"second," section 703L (b) Fill vacancy in
board: item "third," section 7031. (c) To de
cide for or against any proposed change ot
boundary lines or the formation of new dis
tricts; item "sixth," section 7031.

(d) To vote for county commissioner; item
"eighth," section 7031.

All other njatters may be brought before a
special meeting, by giving twenty days' notice,
as follows : ' (a) "To vote a loan,' by section
7032. :

(b) "To increase rate above 40 cents for
school purposes;" section 7031, fourth item
7059, 7061 and 7063.

(c) "To vote a direct tax for building par-poses- ;"

section 7031 ninth item. 7060, 7061 and
7063.

In these three case the board can call the
special meeting without any petitionAll other
special meetings must be called by petition ot
a majority of all the qualified voters of the dis-
trict, by section 7063. :

6. "What are the steps necessary to vote a
loan and get the money?"

Ans. The meeting must be cal'ed by the
board, the notices must be posted for twenty
days, and must specify the exact amount of the
loan and for what purpose; two-thir-

ot the votes cast must favor such
loan; the board should secure the bonds.
have them registered with the State Auditor,
and borrow the money on same: the money
must be deposited with the treasurer to the
credit of the building fund, and paid out by the
treasurer upon warrants duly issued upon the
building fund ot the district

7. "Explain section 7023, so far as it relates
to the number of children and valuation re-
quired."

Ans. Section 7033 requires that each newly- -
formed district shall have thirty children and
830,000 valuation, or thirty children and nine
square miles of territory; and no territory
shall be taken from any district that will
reduce it to less than thirty children and 130,000
valuation, or less than thirty children and nine
square miles of territory; i. e., every
new district, and every district whose territory
has beea reduced must contain, within its lim
its, thirty children of school age, and must
contain either $30,000 valuation or nine square
miles of land. '

& "Why was the time for the enumeration
changed from June to May?" :

Ana This was done in order that the returns
could be made and the county clerk make his
report immediately after his settlement in
July, so that each county may receive its due
proportion of the State school moneys distrib
uted the last of 'July, upon the enumeration of
that year, and not upon the enumeration of the
year previous.

H. Smith, Govern
ment leader in the House of Commons, on
the 15th, announced to that body the news
of the German Emperor's death, and gave
notice that on the 18th he would move an
address of deep sorrow at the calamity
which had overtaken the royal family and
people of Germany.

The Origin of the Million-Doll- ar Fire fn

teen-Year-O- M Cash Boy Who was Mad

Buffalo, N. Y., June 13. The great
million-doll- ar fire in Buffalo on February
1, which destroyed the dry-goo- ds house of
Harnes, Hengerer & Co., and seriously
damaged other property, will be remem-
bered. The origin was not definitely as-

certained, bt it was supposed to have oc-

curred in some accidental manner in the
paper-roo- m located in the basement.
The mystery has now been cleared up.
Officers ; of . Colonel . Byrnes'. Detective
Agency yesterday arrested one of the
cash boys named Andrew Howard, aged
fourteen, for stealing a watch in the store,
and were led to suspect that he knew
something about the origin of the great
fire. He has now made a full confession
that he started the fire himself. After
stating that he was on duty in the old
store on Monday morning, February 1, he
proceeded with his detailed story as fol-
lows: :' 'o

"At 11:30 a. m. on that day I went
down into she basement. I was alone.
I picked up a stick and lighted it in
the gas. It went out. I then lighted it
again and sjuck it down into a pile of
waste paper in the paper-roo-m. The pa
per all took fire. I then ran up stairs and
took my seat in the box where the cash
boys sit. I started the fire because I was
mad at Mr. Starring, a floor-walke- r. . He
would not excuse me to go to a funeral.
I was to be one of the pall-bearer- s. When
I went into the basement it came into my
head. I then lighted the stick and set
fire. When I lighted the paper I did not
think it would burn down the building, I
litre to see a big fire, if no one gets hurt
or burned up. No person told me to set
the fire. I did it myself. I did not tell
my mother nor father that I set the store
on fire." - ' -

ST. LOUIS' GRANT MONUMENT.

The Monument to the Old Commander to
be Given a Conspicuous Position In One
of the Finest Location in the City, the
Site of the Coming: Itetail Business Cen-
ter of the Future Great.
St. Louis, June 13. The directors of

the Grant Monument Association have at
last decided upon a location for the shaft
to be erected to the memory of the de-
ceased soldier and statesman. The statue
will be placed in the center of Twelfth
street, or what is, perhaps, better known
as Lucas Square, at a point midway Be
tween Olive and Locust streets. The
board met yesterday afternoon in
the mayor's office, and, after discussing
the different locations suggested, decided
upon Lucas Square. When the board
adjourned a request was sent to the Board
of Public Improvements, asking for a con-

ference of the two boards relative to
getting an ordinance in shape to
permit the erection of the statue on a
public thoroughfare. City Counselor Bell
was present at the meeting-- , and drew up
an ordiuanca." The ordinance contains
a preamble explaining the aims --and ob
jects of the association and the action
taken by the directory, xt provides that a
circle thirty feet in . diameter in the
center of ' Twelfth street - shall be
set aside , and properly inclosed
for the foundation and statue, and that

penses incident to mating a grass plot
around the base and keeping the same in
condition. The association will provide
the statue and foundation. The ordinance
was introduced in the council last even-
ing, and was given its firs reading.

placed a portrait of Lincoln eight feet
across the face, and in the opposite panel
a portrait of Grant the same size.

The apex of each arch, twelve in nam
ber, will be a star of twenty-tw-o lights,
and : on ' the sides of the hall will be nu
merous brackets , and clusters of lights:
On the frontof the speakers' stand, thai
is draped with flags, is a portrait of Wash
ington. It is not a first-cla- ss picture, but
bears in the cutof the hair a resemblanct
near enough for identification. Over th
speakers will be hung an immense shield
made up of red, white and blue incan-
descent lights to represent the Nationai
shield of the United States. Beyond thii
the decoration is . by flags and bunting; '
every inch of space being covered. :

In the space alloted newspapermen it 1

calculated to place 200 chairs with tables,
and 300 chairs without tables for th
"knee workers." The .Western Union
and Postal Telegraph Companies will ba
stationed at the ends of the press space,
the Associated Press and United Press
also being included in this arrangement
There will be twenty-fou- r entrances to the
hall, and all are narrow and dark, when
not artificially lighted, and winding. The
gallery occupants, National committee
and newspaper men will go in from
Michigan avenue, the delegates and al-
ternates from Congress street, and the
west gallery people from Wabash avenue.

The decorating of the hall is being
pushed for all - there is in It. Over one
hundred workmen are scattered about
hustling at their respective1 duties. The
decoration is but little over half done,
but a fair idea is given of the scheme of
ornamentation. Overhead is covered
with stripes of red, white and blue, with
festooned flags and stars of incandescent
lights. In addition to the large panels on
the side walls is a spread of red, white
and blue stripes crossed at intervals with
bars of blue, relieved with white stars. .

It is proposed to have the hall ready for
opening, with the exception of placing
the chairs on the main floor, by Satur-
day, as in the evening there is
to be a private inspection . by . an
invited party of : citizens ; and ' vis-
itors. : The incandescent lights were given
their first trial last evening. The sight
was an attractive one, but it seemed to be
a prevailing belief that the hall would not
be sufficiently lighted unless a good many
more were put in. The lights overhead
are eighty feet away, and they are 'not
strong enough to do what seems neces-
sary. Under the galleries, in the gloomy,
cavernous depths, the incandescent lights
looked lost They were like eandles in a
